THE ECCLESIASTICAL COMMISSION. 
The unfortunate circumstance of the destruction ot 
St. Andrew’s Church by fire recalls public attention to 
the working of the Ecclesiastical Commission, already 
but too netorious. It appears that the Commissioners, 
a year or two since, dropped the insurance of parish 
churches upon the principle, which is probably correct, 
of becoming their owninsurers. Considering the num- 
ber of these buildings there can be little doubt that, it 
the Commissioners were to lay by a reasonable sum, 
equivalent to the premiums that would be demanded 
by _insurance companies, they might, with perfect 
security, save double that sum—viz., the insurance 
duty. But, after having undertaken this respon- 
sibility, the Commissioners now very coolly inform the 
parishioners of St. Andrew's that “ they must husband 
their resources,’ and cannot restore the burned church 
to anything like its former condition. They have had, 
it seems, 200 applications for the repairing or building 
of churches last month, and they have been able to com- 
ply with no more than 40 of them. Now, we may ba- 
lance this statement by informing those gentlemen 
that we have had, from time to time, many hundred ap- 
plications {rom parish clergymen and others for infor- 
mation as to what becomes of the revenues of 14 
archiepiscopal and episcopal sees which have been 
entrusted to the management of the Ecclesiustical 
Commission, and that we cannot satisfactorily an- 
swer any one of them. The time has surely arrived for 
a thorough revision and reform of this most monstrous 
job; and, in our humble opinion, the simple fact to which 
attention has been called in the matter of this recent 
fire ought to enforce the necessity for a reorganisation 
of the Commission upon the most careless Government, 
The salary of one of the Commissioners is sufficient, at 
ordinary office rates, to insure a principal sum of a 
hundred and fifty thousand pounds, as a provision 
against accident by fire in the parish churches of Lre 
land. What the Commissioners Consider they have to 
do, beyond receiving their salaries, being known only 
to themselves. the appropriation of salary, we suggest, 
would concern nobody beyond their own circle. —/ven- 
ing Mail. 


SYMPATHY WITH THE POPE—ADJOURNED 
MEETING AT CASTLEBAR (CO. MAYO.) 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPUNDENT. ) 
A meeting of the above character was held at Arm- 
strong’s Hotel, in this town, yesterday (Monday).

The Times on the American Presid ent’s Mes- 
sage :--- 

About this period in each recurring year it becomes 
our duty to make some remarks on the Message of the 
American President. Though these documents are 
often read with less immediate interest by English poli- 
ticians than the manifesto of some second-rate European 
pptentate, yet those who have time to peruse them in 
all their immoderate length will generally receive in- 
struction.

Nothing has heen more remarkable of late than-the 
tone of American politicians in speaking of the coloured 
race and the institution of slavery. ‘Ihe “Dred Scott 
decision,” itself the sign of a great reaction against 
the claims of a Negro, has been followed to its logical 
conclusion in a manner which may well make the phi- 
lanth ropist despair. The mass. of Americans have 
answered the New England agitators by asserting in 
the plainest and most uncompromising manner the pa- 
litigal reprobation, to use & Calvinistic term, of the 
African race. They seem to take a pleasure in the 
most offensive and cynical enunciation of their 
new dogma. A few days ago a _ correspondence 
was published in which a free coloured woman 
was denied the visa of the American Legation on 
the ground that she was not—that it was impossible 
she could be, a citizen; and now we find President Bu- 
chanan congratulating the Union on the settlement by 
the Supreme Court of the United States of the question 
of slavery in the Territories, and speaking of the hold, 
ing property in slaves as a vested right of the American 
citizen, which neither Congress, nor a territorial Legis- 
lature, nor any human power, has authority to annul or 
impair. Now, hesays, emigrants from the North and 
the South, the East and the West, will meet in the Ter- 
ritories on a common platform, having brought with 
them that species of property best adapted, in their own 
opinion, to promote their welfare.

There is no reason what- 
ever why the number of men enrolled as volunteers 
should not be published daily ; nor is it to. be sup- 
posed that the Admiralty are se blind to their 
Own interests as to conceal the ‘numbers, if they 
were at all respectable. The journals have recorded 
the eloquent advice of Captain Bevan and Admiral 
Napier to the mercantile seamen at the ports to join the 
Reserve Force. The terms of service have been widely 
circulated, and are sufficiently liberal. But as yet the 
call hasawakened no answer. In fact there istoo much 
reason to fear that for the present this new attempt to | 
recruit the navy may prove a failure. We should be 
too happy to find ourselves mistaker, but it must be ad- 
mitted that neither the late eveats at Portsmouth 
nor the conduct of the Admiralty tend to calm our ap- 
prehensions, 

it Is notorious that throughout the British fleet the 
tria! of the crew of the Princess Reyal has been read 
and discussed with the utmost avidity. It is impossible 
that the tone of public feeling exhibited towards the 
men can have increased their regard for their officers 
or the Board of Admiralty. And considering the ex- 
traordinary order lately issued from head-quarters, by 
which the very regulations which produced snch 
lamentable results have been perpetuated and 
rendered more stringent, a better working of 
the system seems by no means probable. Even in 
matters of the most obvious common sense naval 
pfiicers seem incapable of learning by experience. 
These gallant bigots cannot be brought to see that 
seamen will not and cannot be treated as they were 
thirty or forty years ago. In the House of Commons 
they may make. what professions they please ; the 
Board of Admiralty may publish “what regulations 
they please ; but until their practical conduct is 
changed new men will not join, and the discipline of 
the British Navy will deteriorate. A colonel of a re- 
giment, even though he has the desire, cannot oxercise 
the same tyranny as the captain of a ship. By the 
regulations of the service the colonel’s power is much 
more restricted. To command a man to be flogged 
of his own authority is absolutely impossible. But on 
board ship the captain is a perfect despot. It 
is no light thing to be shut up for months 
in a wooden box with another man who, 
by the rules of the service, has you completely under 
his thumb. A hasty temper—a deranged digestion—a 
petty spirit, may prove your daily curse, Only excep- 
tional men can wield absolute authority for any length 
oftime with safety. But this isnotall. The traditions 
of the Nayai service are traditions of cruelty. The 
triumphs of the British Navy were won under the sys- 
tem of terrorism; and middle-aged officera find it diffi- 
cult to divest their mind of the superstition that cruel 
discipl ne was the secret of success. It is true that the 
other day some regulations were pubiished which 
seemed to restrict the power of the captain. But they 
area mere delusion, |t is true that now a man in the 
first-class cannot be flogged at the command of the 
captain. But a man may be degraded by the 
captain himself to the second-class, and then, 
for what the captain may choose ‘to consider 
very insubordinate or even rictous vonduct, the captain 
may order a floggiay. In a British man-of-war the 
captaia is practically irresponsible. No doubt he must 
keep a list of the punishments inflicted upon his men ; 
but who ever heard of a man failing to make an accu- 
sation sufficiently grieyous for his purpose? What 
ope has a poor seaman with his captain, even if he 
had the sight of appeal? None. In the French Navy 
a captain is not made so dangerously irresponsible. He 
must hold e court-martial before he can _ inflict 
any serious punishment ; and to flog is forbidden. 
In the British service, on the other hand, flogging 
is allowed. Discharging wiih disgrace is termed a 
minor punishmeat, and may be practically inflicted 
by the captain atter a special examination ; and dis- 
rating, or depriving a man of his rank, is decreed by 
the mere word of the captain. It is the deliberate 
opinion of some of the best officers in the British 
Navy that these things ought not ta be. Punish- 
ments so severe ought not to be inflicted without a 
court-martiai ;, and until some check is put upon a 
captain’s power it is idle to expect that the manning 
of the Navy will proceed with any alacrity. What 
matters the privilege of pension and extra pay if 
after having nearly completed the requisite term of 
service a man is liable to be degraded bya single 
word without any appeal? What matter the boasted 
liberties of an Englishman if a man for some minor 
affence is liable to be imprisoned in an unwholesome 
prison in the China Seas for some twenty-eight days ? 
No doubt it will be said that these are imaginary evils, 
that the extreme penalties are never or very seldom in- 
flicted; but let not any charitable soul be deceived.

The Globe on the injurious system of Quarantine 
in the Levant:— 


The capital of the Sultan's dominions has begun to 
have ita “public meetings;” and although they are at 
present an imported luxury, they are likely enough to 
be acclimated. We believe that the meeting at Con- 
stantinople on the 29th December was by no means un- 
precedented, but it was remarkable far its subject, for 
the character of the discussion, and for the curious 
functions which the gentlemen present undertook, and 
not improperly undertook, to exercise. It was a meet- 
ing of British residents, “ to take into consideration the 
present vexatious operation of the quarantine system 
of the Levant, and its prejudicial influence on British 
commercial interests.” 
Dr, H. Foote, who holds his position, to a great extent, 
by virtue of an appointment from the British Associa- 
tion for the Promotion of Social Science. Other gentle- 
men, however, bore an active part in getting up the 
meeting, and they are manifestly bent upon breaking up 
the system which they attack.

It ig unnecessary ; it is inoperative in pre- 
venting the importation of contagion ; it actually causes 
the spread of disease.

tail, and stated that the natural arrangement in all employ- 
ments was for the day to be divided into three parts—one 
part devoted to rest, one part to work, and the remainder to 
family or social life, the meals being included in the latter 
dividend,.as the true arrangement was for the meals to be 
taken in family. The arrangements for the employment of 
the journeymen bakers were such as to violate all 
these principles to the greatest possible extent.: They 
had no unbroken rest. Some of their meals were neces- 
sarily tsken on their masters’ premises and not at home, 
and the hours when they were engaged were just those when 
nearly every member of their family who had work to do was 
employed. It might be said that this matter ought to be left 
to be adjusted by individual masters, without any appeal 
to public opinion. In this argument the force of example 
was overlooked, and the effect of bad example,2s well as good 
example, was disregarded. The argument was also entirely 


opposed to /the history of all the successful move- 
ments for restraining the hours of labour within 
natural and wholesome limits. In the discussion of 


this question, both with reference to the journeymen bakers, 
and in the case of the recent strike for shorier hours 
amongst the building trade in Lindon, it had frequently 
been put forward that the whole question was one of 
wages,‘and that it was an economic abanrditv to expect 
the same wagesfor nine, as for ten hours’ work. It ap- 
peared to him (Dr. Hancock), however, that the economic 
absurdity was the other way. ‘The maximum num- 
ber of huurs a man can work. without injury to his 
physical and moral well-being, was fixed by natural laws, 
which might be discovered but not controlled. Within that 
limit it was usually true that the wages earned were in pro- 
portion to the hours of labeur; but if that wholesome limit 
be exceeded,the value of the entire of a man’s work frequently 
diminished. Ile would, at any time, sooner have nine hours’ 
work from a man in full vigour, and giving his full atten- 
tion, than ten hours if he were untasked. The case of the 
journeymen bakers was, undoubtedly, entitled to inquiry, and 
he felt convinced that if the facts of the results of shortev ing 
the hours of labour, where they had been shortened, were 
carefully collected, they would demonstrate the wisdom of 
the course which had been adopted by the large drapery 
establishments, and by Messrs. Hutton and Grady; and that 
when the matter was thoroughly investigated a plan would 
be devised for extending to the manufacture of bread, the 
benefits of the system which had been successfully applied 
in other departments of human labour. 

A discussion ofa very favourale cliaratter on the merits 
of Dr. Hancock's statement ensued, after which the society 
adjourned.

During the year there were 
20 vessels in the coasting trade lost, representing 1,485 
tons, and 14 in the foreign trade, representing 8,707 
tons. As compared with 1858, the coasting trade of 
the past year shows an increase of 776 tons, and in the 
foreign trade there is a reduction of 8,774 tons as com- 
pared with 1858.

Mr. Sullivan, Q.C., applied on behalf of the next of kin 
of the lunatic, Joseph and Marguiret Willens, that they 
might be paid certain costs out of the estate of the lunatic 
which they had incurred,and which were due to their solicitor. 
it appeared that under the order of the Master of April, 
1$59, certain law costs incurred by the next of kin, in refe- 
rence to the lunatic’s property, had been paid, but the costs 
since incurred, and for payment of which the present appli- 
cation was made, consisied of costs incurred in reference to 
the estate, and in reference to mattera in which the next of 
kin had a direct interes‘. 

Mr. Lowry, on the part of the committe of the fortune, 
opposed the app!ication, so far as it related to the payment of 
costs, which had not been iucurred on account of the estate 
of the lunatic, 

The Lord Chancellor said that the next of kin, like other 
parties, should bear the expense of prosecuting their own in- 
terests, “fhis order would be to refer it to the taxing officer 
to tax such costs, had been incurred by them in managing or 
protectin g the estate of the lunatic, 

Ryder v. Hilles. 

This case was argued last term, but the Chancellor 
deferred giving judgment until a certain day, in the 
hope that the parties might come to an arrangements. 
When the day named for jadgment arrived, counsel in- 
formed the court that amicable settlements were likely to be 
mude, ancl accordingly the case was directed to stand over 
until this term, íor the purpose of having the terms of the 
arrangement embodied in a formal decree, er, in case the 
parties could not agree, to have his lordship’s judgment. ‘The 
petition was filed by the mother against her daughter ad 
busband, in reference to certain lands which had been settled 
on her at her marriage. 

Mr. Brewster, (.C., stated that the terms of arrangement 
which he had mentioned to the court last term had not been 
carried out by either party, and the only course !eít was, to 
ask his lordship to pronounce judgment.

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS, 
In the matter of Henry O Berne. 

Mr. Osberne Ililliard, on behalf of Mr. Henry O'Berne, 
applied for a conditional order for liberty to file an informa- 
tioa in the nature of a quo warranto, directed to Mr. Peter 
Paul M‘Swiney, calling ou him to show by what authority 
he exercised the office of Town Councillor of the borough of 
Dulin, as representative of the Mountjoy Ward. The appli- 
cation was granted upon the affidavit of Mr. O'Berne, which 
stated that on the 25th Novcmber last, an election for Town 
Councillor took place, in the reom of Mr. Thomas 
Hutton, who had resigned. Mr. O’Berne on that 
oe asion, contested the representation of the ward with Mr. 
Peter Paul M‘Swiney, and the latter was declared elected. 
Mr. O’ Berne objected to all the votes given for Mr. M’Swiney, 
onthe ground that the voting papers stated his place of 
abode to be No. 23, Lower Sackville-street, the fact being that 
that was only a warehouse, his real residence being at Kings- 
town. Under the provisions of the 64th section of the Muni- 
cipal Corporation Act it was requisite that the place of abode 
of the candidate should be eeccurately stated. 

Ir. Justice Hayes said he thought there were some deci- 
eions reported going to the extent of showing that a state- 
ment of where a person was to be found during business 
hours was an accurate description. 

Mr. Hilliard said that it bad been decided in England 
that a warehouse, shop, or coanting-house, could not be treat- 
edas a place of abode. n 

The Lord Chief Justice said a prima facie case had beee 
made. which could only be answered by showing that the 
statement on the face ofthe voting paper was an accorat_ 
description of Mr. M‘Swisey’s residence, critically or sub 
stantially. 

The Court accordingly granted the order, 

In the matter of Richard Devitt. 

Mr. Henry Devitt applied in this case, which is of a si- 
milar character, on behalf of his client, Mr. Richard Deviit, 
for a conditional order for a quo warranto against Mr. 
Thomas Vance, calling on him toshow by what authority he 


Í exercised the office of Town Councillor for the Rotundo 


Ward. It appeared that 157 persons voted for Mr. Vance 
at the last election, who was returned, and his place of abode 
mentioned on the voting papers was his counting-house, 
Bridge-street; whereas, it appears, he resides in Blackrock ; 
and on this ground it was contended the votes given for him 
were null and vpid. Mr. Richard Devitt had made an affi- 


davit. in which it was sworn that Mr. Vance’s 
place of abole was not 9%, Bridge-street, as de- 
ectibed in the voting papers, but Blackrock He 


believe] that the error was discovered previous to the 
election by a gentleman employed for Mr. Vance, and that 
he proposed to have it altered, but that the committee did 
not approve of the alteration, and took their chance of the 
error being overlooked. Counsel, in support of the case, 
stated that it had been expressly decided by Lord Campbell 
that the true meaning of place of abode was actual residence, 
and he was prepared to cite several cases in which the point 
had been ruled. 

The Chief Justice inquired if in any of the cases the point 
had been raised as os whether such objection was taken at the 
time of voting ? 

Mr. Devitt said not. 

The Court granted a conditional order. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS—Yesterp,y. 
(Before the full Court.) 
Moore v. Mitchell. 
IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

In this case Mr. Martin moved for a charging order on 
certain {unds which stood to the credit of the estate of 
the defendant in the Landed Estates Court. The law courts 
had power, under the Common Law Preeedure Act, to charge 
funds in the Incumbered Estates Court; but since the con- 
stitution and designation of that court were changed by 
special Act of Parliament, it wus suggested the conrts had 
now no such power, and that it was not cbnferre.t by the 
recent Landed Estates Act. Counsel cited the 26th section 
of the Landed Eetates Act as the only one in his opinion 
bearing on the subject, and which authorised the new court 
to take cognisance of, and deal with, al] matters which had 
been pending in the Incumbered Estates Court. 

Chief Justice—If this new Act does not provide for

The first required the plaintiff to furnish to the defen- 
dant a copy of the agreement stated in the summons and 
plaint, and the second ‘sought to set aside the judgment of 
the plaintiff, as having been obtained contrary to the practice 
of the court. : : 
Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., who ap peared on the other side, said 
if any point but the point of practice was to be relied on, he 
was unprepared to go on. He had given up his brief when 
the case was before Judge Keogh in chamber, and affidavits 
had been filed the day before which it was necessary to have 
answered and copied into his brief. He had been sent a re- 
anh but he was not aware of the contents of these affi- 

avits. 
Mr. Dowse said he would consent to refrain from refe rring 
to the a‘fidavits recently filed, which were rendered neces- 
sary because it had been stated his client had no merits. The 
summons and plainc alleged that the defendant had agreed to 
se!l certain lands to the plaintiff, upon the condition of bis 
making out title, which he refused to do, and that the plain- 
tii? had incurred expenses in endeavouring to mike out this 
title, and had suffered pucuniary loss in consequence of the 
plaintiff not carrying out his agreement, He (counsel) was 
entitled to make use of the affidavit on which his first motion 
was grounded, 
‘ief Justice—If you go into this, it is better not to hear 
the case. 
Mr. Dowse—Unless | would do an injustice to my client, 
whichjl am not disposed te do, I must go into this affi- 
davit. 
Judge Keogh—The motion stood over for the discussion ot 
the sole question, whether the judgment had been obtained 
contrary toa practice sanctioned by law. 
Chief Justice—If you admit the, judgment has been ob- 
tained regularly, then it is better to postpone the case until 
all the affidavits are fully before the court, in order to see if 
you have equitable grounds for setting it aside. 
Mr. Dowse—I am rot prepared to admit that the jadgment 
was obtained regularly. 
Chief Justice—Mr. Burke, the officer of the court, has in- 
formed us, in another case, that it is usual to mark judg- 
ment on the twelfth day after the time has expired for 
pleacing, but that in the other courts the practice ts, not to 
vliow judgment to be marked until the thirteenth day. If 
anything in antecedent notices or affidavits should raise a 
diiferent question from this, it is better to allew the case to 
stand generally. 
Mr. Dowse—I would not be justified in perilling my case 
on that one point, having two oc three good ones besides. 
Chief Juctice—Let the case stand generally. 

Hanns v. Borrows. 

Mr. Woodroffe, with whom were Mr. Sullivan, ().C., and 
Mr. Clarke, @.C., moved te have the venue in this case 
changed from the county of the city of Dublin to the county 
of the city of Cork. The action was one o: slander, and the 
atlidavit of the defendant stated—— 
Judge Ball— What is the general ground upon which the 
application is founded? 
Mr. Woodroffe replied, tha usual ground—preponderance 


of eouvenience. ‘ihe affidavit of the defendant stated 
that the: setion was brought to recover damages te 
the amount of £2,000, on account of certain words 


spoken by him of the plamtiif in a defamatory -sense. ‘The 
defendant traversed the speaking of the words, and also tra- 
verse@ the speakine of them in a defamatory sense. 

Chief Justice—W hat is the general nature ef the words? 
Mr. Woodroffe—The plaintiff complained that the defen 

dant stated his hotel in Queenstown would soon be m the 
market: that he had lest £150 on a cricket match; and that 
he was aa abseonding bankrupt. With reference to the 
allegation that the plaintiff was an absconding bankrupt, 
the defendant pleaded a special plea, that the words were 
used on a justifiable cecasion, when he was giving evidence 
under the obligation of an oath in the Bankrupt Court. The 
defendant swore that all his witnesses resided in the county 
of Cork, and the plaintiff had not specified where the words 
spoken injurious to his character had been spoken outside the 
privileged oceasion in the Bankrupt Court. 


Mr. Armstrong, (0.0. with whom was Mr. Kelly, 
contended that the defendant was fuily aware 
of the place in which the words were spoken 
by the charging affidavit. His client was a bark- 


rupt, but his estate has paid 15s. in the pound, and another 
dividend remained to be struck, which, he believed, would 
make up the balance to 20s. in the pound  — lí the cause o! 
action depended upen the statements made in the Bankrupt 
Court, it could not be maintained, because, according to a re- 
cent decision, even though a party made a statement in a 
court of justice, snowing it to be falsa, no action lay against 
him. 

« (Jef Justice = Where were the words spoken ? 

Mr. Armstrong—In Dublin, Cork, and elsewhere. 

Mr. Sullivan, Q.C.—If the words were spoken elsewhere 
than in the Bankrupt Court, | will consent toallow the venue 
to remain. : 

Mr. Armstrong said he would not aceept the ofor, T he 
ereat array of witnesses named by the defend int as resid ing 
in Cork did not reside there, but some in England and some 
in Dublin, though they had offices of trust in Cork. He 
submitted that no case had been shown, on the part of the 
defendant, te deprive him of his statutable right of laying his 
venue whenever he pleased, provide.! the court were of opinion 
that the preponderance of convenience? did not militate against 
him. 

‘The affidavit of the defendant specilied the names of seve- 
ral witnesses, whom it was necessary to examine on his part, 
that absolutely resided in Dublin, and whose duties prevented 
them from attending at a (rial in Cork. 

The Chief Jastice said it was enly one affidavit against 
the other. It would probably turn out oa the trial that only 
one witness om each side would be produced for tbe purpose 
of corroboration. . 

Mr. Sullivan, O.C., admitted that the ease stood in the 
position his lordship described, but he was oí opinion it way 
not a case in which to give costs. 
The Chief Justice said that this motion should meet with 
the fate of all untenable motions, and that the defen dant 
should pry the costs. 
COURT OF EXCHEQU ER—Yesreroay, 

(Before the Lord Chief Baron, and Barens Greene, Fitz- 

gerald, and Flughes.) 
The Right Hon, the Attorney-General v. Frederick L, Smith, 
In this case the Attorney General applied on behalf of the 
(Crown for an order for a new trial, on the grounds that there 
had been a misdirection on the part of the learned Lord Chief 
bron. before whom it had been brought at the last after 
sittings, and that the verdict was against the weight of evi- 
dence. ; 
The Court, after a short discussion, granted a conditional] 
order. i 

Hayfield v. M‘Kenzie. 
Mr. Clarke, Q.C., applied in this :ase on behalf of the de- 
fendant for an order to set aside the verdict had at the last 
Cork Assizcs before Mr. Baron Greene. ‘The action had been 
broucht by the plaintiff, who isa surgeon, to recover the 
amount of fees for several attendanccs on the defendant. ‘The 
claim made was for twenty-nine visits, and it appeared that 
at the trial it was sought to set up a special agreement to pay 
£5 5s. for each attendance. This, however, was negatived by 
the jury. The defendant contended below that the plaintiff 
vas not entitled to recover in point of law, as he was not a 
registered practising surgeon, under the New Medical Aet 
(21 and 22 Vie., chap. 90). Three defences had been filed 
to the eause of action, but none of them rais®@d the legal 
question. At the conclusion of the plaintiffs case, which had 
not disclosed any proof of registry, counsel called upon the 
learned judd se to direct a verdict for the defendant, on the 
round that, by the requirements of the act, the plaintiff 
should have proluced a certificate or proof of registry. It 
was then proposed to supply this defect, and plaintiff brought 
forward Dr Maunsell with the original registration. De endant 
objected to the reception of the evidence, as the case hat 
closed on the plaintiff's side, and the court gave liberty for 
its being reeeived, reserving to the defendant the right to 
enter up a nonsuit, in case it should subsequently appear 
that the evidence ought not to have been admitted. Coun- 
sel now contended that the Act required registration as a 
condition precedent to the sustaining of an action to re- 
cover fees by a medical man. The first question was, 
whether, under the terms of that Act, the defendant was 
entitled to put forward the non-rezistry as a defence, It 
appeared that the date of the registry in the present case 
was sabsequent to the period of the attendaaces, thereby 
proving that at the time of the visits the plaintiff was not 
-a medical man. 

Chief Baron—That is to say, that the registry is not 
merely a condition precedent to the bringing of the action, 
but a condition precedent to the runniug of the demand, 

The Court granted the required order, 

Peebles v . M' Ganley. 

Mr. Dowse moved in this case for an order to change the 
venue from Dublin to Donegal. ‘The action was brought to 
recover damages for the use of slanderous words by the de- 
fendant, to the detriment of plaintiff's character. The ground 
for the application was, that it would be more convenient to 
have the case tried in Donegal, where the witnesses of both 
parties reside. 

Baron Greene said he thought the better place to have the 
plaintiff's character vindicated was in his own neighbourhood.

FRANCE. 
(PROM THE CORRESPONDENT OF THE GLOBE.) 

Paris, Monpay Eventnc.—Both the Duc de Gram- 
mont and General Guyon, at their own request, are 
about quitting Rome. Marshall Canrobert is going to 
act in placeef both, combining the diplomatic and mili- 
tary service ín that French protectorate. The with- 
drawal of the garrison from the city and its removal to 
Civita Vecchia must inevitably occur, as predetermined 
early in the current year. 

The Paris Government papers admit that the cession 
of Savoy to France is on the taps, but deny that there 
was any idea of ceding Sardinia island to Great Britain. 
The reason is obvious : Savoy is already French, anda 
portion of the population seck to be reunited, as during 
the early part of this century, whereas nobody in the 
isle alluded to wants annexation to England. Fora 
short space in the middle of last century, when Cardinal 
Alberoni ruled Spain, this island was actually a Sri- 
tish possession, but thought then of so little value to us, 
that its transfer to the Lion and Unicorn was greeted 
with a sardonic smile by cotemporary politicians. It is 
highly probable, however, that in the new partition of 
Italy, the title of Sardinian King will be dropped asa 
false description of the kingdom of Piedmont cum ait 
bardy, Tuscany,and Romagna. It was a bit of small 
cunning on the pert of Austria in 1815 to designate 
both Naples and Piedmont by the name of two islands, 
adjuncts of their territories in the peninsula, but out of 
it, as a bint that the real sovereignty of the Italian 
mainland was in the house of Hapsburg ; and so it was 
up to 1848. . 

A letter in the Debats, from Florence (Jan. 3), asserts 
that Lord Cardigen has just inspected carefully the 
troops in Bologna, which is General Fanti’s head- 
quarters. ‘The division in garrison there counts 20,000 
men ofallarns ; and the British Inspector-General of 
Cavalry has loudly expressed his utter astonishment at 
the condition of drill and efficiency he witnessed, as well 
as the soldierly bearing of the men. 

A friend wiio wus at the Italian Opera last night tells 
me that he never saw such a scene of excitement as 
when the er in the “Puritani,” beginning Suont lo 
tromba, wand ending gridando liberta, was given: the 
whole house was in a complete uproar.

During the last year the amount of broadsheets 
distributed or printed in that capital was over 30,000,000 
—a development of political inquiry, and an awakening 
of the human mind utterly unexampled in any other 
city of Europe. ‘The.inference is not tavourable to the 
stability of the old system of rule. It is now perfectly 
authentic news, that when Archduke Ferdinand Maxi- 
milian, after a’stormy interview took leave of his brother 
Franz Joseph, he told him bluntly that he neverexpected 
to meet him again as Fanpcror in Austria.

THE POPE AND THE EMPEROR. 

The Roman correspondent of the Courrier du Di- 
manche srites, under date of 3ist ult.:—

It is couched in very iirm language, and contains cate- 
gorical conclusions. Ilis Eminence informs the French 
Ambassador of the painful surprise felt by the Pope ou 
learning the publication of a work which throughout 
assails and outrages the temporal sovereignty of the 
Holy See. Tie Cardinal then proceeds to state that 
such pamphict would have passed unnoticed, or at least

If the Emperor Napoleon’s Govern- 
ment, which has given the iloly See so many proofs of 
pious solicitude, should not think proper to assure the 
Sovereiga Pontiíl that the policy of France is not that of 
theanony mous pamphiet, the Htoly Father would not con- 
sent to attend the Congress. I scarcely think the Holy See 
will receive the explanations and guarantees it requires. 
Í have been informed on good authority that the Emperor 
has sent to the Duke de Grammont his answer to a pre- 
vious letter which the Pope had transinitte] to his 
Majesty through the medium of the Apostolic Nuncio 
at Paris, Monseigneur Sacconi. That answer, down to 
this evening, had not been delivered to the Holy Father. 
But at the Vaticaa the rumour has prevailed ever since 
the 27jh that the Kmperor Napoieon’s letter, though 
written in the most respectful and affectionate terms as 
fur as regards the Pope personally, contains doctrines 
concerning the Romagna and the temporal power of the 
Sovereign Pontiti which are not those of the Holy See, 
and which the latter will oppose by all the means at its 
command,” 

The Paris correspondent of the 
Brussels says :— 

“The Pope’s Nuncio received on Thursday a note 
from his Government, to be presented to the French 
Cabinet ; but up to Friday he had not presented it, and 
had not even requested an interview of M. Baroche, 
Minister of Foreign Aflairs ad interim. As to the 
contents of the note we may easily divine that they 
must be the development of the opinions expressed with 
go much virulence by the Giornale di Roma. According 
to some rumours, the truth of which, however, we do 
not gucrantee, the conclusions of the note are even more 
absolute than those of the article. Perhaps those 
rumours arose from the fact that reports have lately 
been current at Rome to the effect that the Pope in- 
tends to leave his capital for Gaeta, and to proceed from 
that place to the island of Majorca, otfered him by Spain 
as an asylum.”

ViBNNa, JAN. 6.—The news of thé dismissal of 
Connt Walewski has greatly increased the despondency 
ot the Austrians, who have made the mortifying dis- 
covery that the Emperor of the French is more desirous 
to rewain on good terois with a “ nation of shopkeepers” 
(Kramer-Nation) than to retain the friendship of a Power 
‘which is able to bring 600,000 men into the field. 
Persecns who are in communication with some of the 
members of the Court say that the Emperor Francis 
Juseph is resolved to direct his whole attention to 
internal matters, “and let things take their chance in 
Central Italy,” but such statements must be received 
with considerable reserve, As has already been said, 
Austria will not draw her sword in defence of the rights of 
the Royal Italians exiles,but she will hardly fail to employ 
her moral influence in their favour, and to afford them 
under hand support. The assurance has been given 
me that this Cabinet has sirongly urged the Papal and 
Neapolitan Governments to make reforms, but it is 
morally certain that the Austrian Court has repeatedly 
advised his Hoiiness and the King of Naples not to 
permit any foreign Power to meddle in the internal 
affairs oftheir States. Austria is at present in such a 
situation that sie is unable to interfere actively in 
Italy, but she certainly

Charge d’Affaires in Mexico, has actualiy recog- 
nised their President (Juarez) in Vera Cruz; and 
also that Mr. Otway was recalled for a supposed 
leaning towards the Government to which he was ac- 
credited, and for his hostility to the policy of the 
United States. 

Many are the rumours flying about to-day, with re- 
ference to Italian affairs. I notice them, without giving 
any opinion as to the degree of credence to which all, or 
any, are entitled. For instance, it is stated, for the 
third or fourth time, that the Papal Nuncio, M. Sacchoni, 
intends leaving Paris in a few days, not, however, as 
breaking off diplomatic relations with this Government, 
but simply en conge. Again, that the Duke de Grammont 
(this also for the second or third time) leaves Rome 
about the same time, not precisely on leave of absence, 
but to fill the place left vacant at Constantinople by M. 
Thouvenel. A third report is to the effect that Mar- 
shal Canrebert goes to Italy to assume the command of 
the French troops there, comprising those of Rome, and, 
moreover, with a diplomatic mission not avowed. More- 
over, a private letter from Genoa, this morning, speaks 
of the probability of hostilities in Italy before long. It 
is believed, the writer says, that the Papal troops, rein- 
forced, as they have been, by Austrian officers and sol- 
diers, will enter the Legations; and that in case Victor 
Emmanuel sends a force to the aid of the Roman insur- 
gents, serious complications may be expected. 


MOROCCO. 

A letter from Gibraltar of the 27th ult. informs 
us that a French trading brig having been wrecked 
near Larache, on the coast of Morocco, the crew 
succeeded in reaching the shore. ‘Thence they ar- 
rived in perfect safety at Tangiers, where they were 
most fhospitably received by Mr. Hay, the English 
Consul-General, the only European Consul at Tangiers. 
Mr. Hay communicated_ the fact to the authorities at 
Gibraltar, and the French Admiral at Algesiras, being 
apprised of it, despatched one of his light steamers 
to ‘langiers,{which brought back the seven seamen of the 
brig and one passenger. Mr. Hay has with hin, at 
‘fangiers, his wife, family, and servants. ‘There is at 
present a very handsome Austrian corvette at Algesiras, 
of which the commander assisted at mass onboard the 
French Adiiral’s flag-ship, and appeared to be delighted 
at the reception he met with. The Moors at Gibraltar 
had rejoicings after their own fashion for the victories 
obtained by their countrymen over the Spaniards, of 
whom they killed 10,000 at every battle. 

The news that Mekemed Rudschi Pasha has een 
appointed Grand Vizier is confirmed. The submarine 
cable between Constantinople and Varna is out of 
order. Aali Pasha ia President of the Tanzimat. A 
plot to fake Prince Daniel’s life has been discovered, 
an on the 23rd of December the ringleader, one Stanco 
Pejovich, was executed at Riecka. 

‘The Consul of Morocco at Gibralter has published a 
notice in the journals calling upon captains of vessels 
Lelonging to nations not at war with Morocco to hoist 
their flags betore they approach the coasts of that coun- 
try, sothat they may not be fired at through being mis- 
taken for Spanish vessels. 

It is said that 24,000 copies of “The Pope and the 
Congress”’ have been printed and sold in the Romagna 
alone. 
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PouiticaL Rumours.—A Vienna letter of the 6th 
says :—‘* Despatches received from Paris within the last 
few days have produced a very disagreeable effect, inas- 
much as they announce that a complete understanding 
between France and England has been established. It 
is added that the Government is now convinced that, 
contrary to what was believed, neither Russia nor Prus- 
sia will, in any way, defend in the Congress the integrity 
of the Pontifical States. It is no doubt true that though 
those two Powers are not disposed to make themselves 
the chaiupions of the programme set forth in the pam- 
phlet, ‘ Le Pape et le Congress,’ they do not consider the 
re-establishment ot the power of the Pope asa matter 
ot absolute necessity, especially as experience has shown 
that his Holiness cannot hold possession ef the revolted 
provinces without the assistance of foreign troops. It 
is believed here that the Court of the Tuileries will con- 
tent itself with the independence of Romagna, and will 
be disposed to leave the rest of the Papal territory to the 
Pope.” 

Tur Morrara Case.—ARREST OF THE INQUISITOR. — 
The arrest of the Rev. Father Filette, formerly inquisi- 
tor of the tribunal of the Holy Office at Bologna, has 
produced a great sensation both in the above-mentioned 
town and at Modena. You have not forgotten that it 
was Father Filette who received the depositions of the 
servant girl who pretended to have baptised the Mortara 
child while she was nursing him in his father’s house. 
[t was he who put into execution the cruel sentence of 
the holy tribunal, which was so promptly approved by 
the kind and paternal heart of his Holiness. After the 
retirement of the Austrians, Father Fillette withdrew 
into some convent of Romagna. It seems, however, 
that two weeks ago instructions were sent to him from 
Rome, by the General of the Order, to repair to Bologna, 
no doubt for the purpose of conspiring against the 
newly-established Government of the country. Although 
the order was secretly despatched to his place of con- 
cealment, I have been told that a rumour of the mission 
of Father Filette was mysteriously sent to Farini, at 
Modena. The Governor-General of the /milian pro- 
vinces having given the necessary orders, the Dominican 
monk was arrested the day before yesterday, aad handed 
over to the eriminal tribunal of Bologna, charged with 
a erime of kidnapping the child Mortara.— Letter from

“ enormous sum” at London. 
1853,” said the President. “ What did you come for?””— 
“ To introduce foreign medicine, and to propose means of 
replacing steam in locomotives.’ “ You are, then, a uni- 
versal genius?" “ Every physician is a chemist.” “ You 
are physician, chemist, and religious reformer—have you 
not also discovered perpetual motion ?”—*“ Perpetual mo- 
tion does not exist, sir.” “I know that very well, but 
you gave out that you had discovered it. In fact you 
represent yourself as a wonderful genius in all things.” 
The accused then went on to say that he had been 
put into the Debtors’ Prison, in the Rue de Clichy, for 
non-payment of 500fr., and that he had lived there in 
comfortable style. In a prospectus he had convoked all 
the architects of all nations to send in plans for a Tem- 
ple of Solomon, to be erected in the Champs-Elysees, 
and had promised a prize of 2,500fr. for the best. One 
plan had been sent to him, and he had suspended it in 
his diningroom ; but it was not a good one, and he had 
not paid the money. “You did all that,” said 
the president, “in order to attract public atten- 
tion; and to gain that object all means appeared 
good to you. Thus you took the name of the Black 
Doctor, though you are not what may be called black ; 
and you wrote to the President of the Academy of 
Medicine a letter, in which you undertook to cure per- 
sons afflicted with cancer, dysentery, and dropsy. Pray, 
who made you a physician ?”—‘“I myself, sir,” an- 
swered the accused. “But you represented that you 
were a physician of the University of Leyden ?”— 
“ Hippocrates had no diploma ; and if the Lord himself 
were to return to earth to cure men, the Faculty of 
Medicine would prosecute him!” “When you had 
gained a certain degree of notoriety, did you not obtain 
permission to exercise your system of curing cancer in 
the Hospital St. Louis ?”—“ Yes; but when Dr. Bazin, 
of that hospital, saw that I was likely to succeed, he 
would not let me continue.” “We now arrive at an 
eventful period of your career. In 1858 you pretended 
that you cured M. Sax of cancer?”—*“TI believe that I 
did cure him.” “ In consequence of the notoriety which 
you gained, medical men deemed it right to ascertain 
whether or not you had the means of curing cancer ; 
eand Dr. Velpeau introduced you to the Hospital de la 
Charite ?”—*“ Yes; andif I had been allowed to con- 
tinue my system I should have | effected fcures.’’—* 17 
persons afflicted with cancer were there placed in your 
hands, and you undertook to cure them in six months; 
but at the end of two months seven were dead ?”’— 
“Notone!” “ Dr. Velpeau and Dr. Fauvel affirm the 
contrary. The former analysed your remedies, and 
found in them nothing peculiar—nothing that is not to 
bebtained everywhere. But as to your patients in the 
hospital—they are at this moment all dead, except two, 
and those two are dying !”—“ At the end of two 
months none were dead, and since then it isnot I who 
have attended them.” “On the demand of Dr. Velpeau 
you were excluded from the hospital, and then you 
caused puffs on your skill to be inserted in the newspapers, 
dnd had your portrait published. Did not this publicity 
bring you in moncy ?” “ Your bad faith is evident,” 
said the public prosecutor, “as a year ago the law 
authorities warned you that you could not practise with- 
out a diploma, but you took no notice.” “ You always 
told the people who consulted you,” said the president, 
“that you were certain to effect a cure ?”—*“ The pro- 
mise of a cure gives moral force to the patient!” “ You 
always stipulated on being paid before you commenced 
operations, and you did not always adhere to the bar- 
gains you made. Thus, a Spanish lady came from her 
own country to consult you, and you undertook to cure 
her for 10,000f., of which 3,000 were paid in advance. 
Lut after you had got this latter sum you learned that 
the lady was rich, and you wrote to insist cen: having 
40,000f., with 10,000 down. She complied with your 
request, but she died !”"—“ I demanded payment from 
my patients according: to their means.” [The 
president here mentioned several cases where 
the patients died after the pretended cures of 
Dr. Vries.] Witnesses were then called. Several 
deposed that Vries had professed to be able to cure 
members of their families affected with cancer, but that 
he had failed—in some cases the patients dying. M. 
Redot said that after the accused had treated his wife for 
some time, he (Redot) had asked him whether he thought 
he could effect a cure. “ Certainly,” said Vries, and 
yet at that very moment the poor lady was dead. His 
(M. Redot’s) servant was so exasperated at the man’s 
presumption that she had called him an ass and a thief. 
In this case, however, defendant had restored the money 
which had been paid. M. Sax was then called, and his 
presence excited much interest. Hesaid that he had been 
afflicted with such a terrible cancer in the lip that Dr. Ri- 
cord had not only told him that an operation was necessary 
but that it would most likely end fatally, and had accord- 
ingly advised him to put his worldly affairsin order. Never- 
theless, in eight days Vries had perfectly cured him, and, 
what was more, had taken 2,000f. instead of 3,000f., 
which had been promised. Several other witnesses were 
then called, and among them was Dr. Fauvel, who de- 
scribed what took place in the Hospital de la Charite, 
and who declared that the defendant did not even know 
what a cancer was; also the director of the School of 
Pharmacy and some apothecaries, who deposed that the 
substances which the accused had pretended were re- 
medies from unknown plants, and to which he had given 
fantastic names, were simply alum, sulphate of potass, 
opium, &c. The evidence for the prosecution having 
been closed, numerous witnesses were called on behalf of 
the accused, and they declared that he had cured them 
of complaints more or less grave; one of them, a work- 
woman, who had been in the Hospital de la Charite, even 
said that he had cured her of cancer. At this stage of 
the proceedings the further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed for a week. 
LONGEVITY IN THE WEST OF IRELAN)). 
A correspondent of a cotemporary gives the fvullow- 
ing instances of longevity in the west of Ireland :— 
“ vrior to the famine of 1845, a number of individuals 
who had attained to an extraordinary age could be met 
with amongst the lower orders in the counties of Gal- 
way and Mayo, particularly in the islands off the coast— 
Boffin and Clare Island. In the latter, a man of the 
name of Moran died a few years ago, at the age of 102. 
He helped to till his land up to a short pericd before 
hisdeath. The want of proper nourishment caring the 
famine years cause: the death of most of these very old 
people in the islands, A well-known character in West- 
port wase“ Old Paddy GaughanJthe slater.” He died 
not long since, at the age of 104, and, when nearly 100 
years old, he might be seen fearlessly pursaing his trade 
on the roof of a three-story house. But of those who 
have passed away the most remarkable was John Pa 
lace, well known as “ Old Palace,” who lived at Kil 
meena, in the neighbourhood of Westport. He died in 
-1857,inhis 115th year. He was a small, activeman, who 
had never been a memberof the Tem Society. 
So acute was his hearing, that he was able to herd cattle 
in a field partly under growing corn and partly under 
grass, and if the cattle approached too near the corn he 
never failed to intercept them at the proper moment. 
He had enjoyed rude health during hie long life, not- 
withstanding his libations to the “jolly god.” For many 
years before his death he received a pension from the 
resent Marquis of who was very kind to him. 
There is still living in village of Brownstown, near 
Ballinrobe, in the county of Mayo, one Austin Flannelly, 
now in the 108th year of his age ; he is a small farmer, 
in comfortable circumstances, and so stout that he walks 
of transacts his business, and 
walks home again without inconvenience or fatigue.

CITY SESSIONS—Yesrerpv«r. 

The Right Honourable the Recorder resumed the trial of 
prisoners in his court yesterday morning, at ten o'clock. 

Rorpery.—aA girl, named Frances Keane, was indicted for 
stealing fifteen shillings from aman, named Thomas Sullivan, 
en the morning of the 25th Dec. last. The evidence of the 
prosecutor fully sustained the indictment, and the jury con- 
victed the prisoner, who, it appears, has been sixteen times 
in jail before the present occasion.—She was sentenced te 
be kept in penal servitude for three years. 

BuLGary.—Two boys, named ‘Barrett and Conolly, aged 
about 17 years, were indicted for forcibly entering the South 
Dublin Union Workhouse, and stealing therefrom a quantity 
of clothes belonging to the institution. ‘lhe prisoners were 
not defended, and pleaded guilty. 

[fis Lordship, having severely lectured and rebuked the 
prisoners for their ungrateful conduct, sentenced them to pe- 
nal servitude for three years. It appears that they were 
both old offenders. 

SraBuinG,—Patrick M‘Kenna was indicted for cutting and 
wounding, with a bayonet, Thomas Tighe, on the night of the 
lth December last, in Church-street. The prisoner was un- 
defended, and pleaded not guilty ; he said that the act was 
committed in self-detence. 

Mr. Charles Barry, Q.C., appeared on the part of. the 
crown, and examined the prosecutor at some length, by whom 
the facts alleged in the indictment were fully proved.—The 
prisoner was convicted and sentenced to penal servitude 
for three years. 

LAnceny.—Two old women, named Catherine Grady and 
Margaret Duffy, were indicted for stealing, on the 26th Dee., 
a shawl, the property of John Mooney. ‘The prisoners pleaded 
not guiltv. It appeared from the evidence that Ellen 
Mooney, wife of the prosecutor, left the article in a public- 
house, owned by a Mr. Andrews, and that one of the pri- 
soners a short time afterwards, called there, and pretended to 
be Wee ae and got the shawl from Mrs. Andrews’ 
little daughter. The prisoner, in exculpation, said she was 
drunk whea she committed the offence, and that when she 
became sober she returned the article. The only ground of 
offence against the other prisoner was, that she was in com- 
pany of the woman who personated Mrs. Mooney. Mrs. 
Andrews, being examined, stated that the pr’soners brought 
back the shawl two days after it was taken. It appearing 
that neither of the prisoners had ever been in jail before, 
or charged with any criminal offence, his Lordship charged 
se jury in their favour, The jury aceor/ingly acquitted 
them. 

LAnceny.—Catherine M‘Govern was indicted for stealing 
3s. ld. from the person of Anne Collins. The prisoner, it 
appears, was committed eight times before.—She was found 
guilty, and sentenced to be kept in penal servitude for three 
years. 

» AssAuLT.—Thomas M’Kenna was indicted for committing 
an assault upon Mrs. Catherine Frances Meehan, on the 20th 
November last. 

Mr. Charles Fitzgerald, sen., appeared for the prosecutrix, 
and Mr, F. A, Ennis for the prisoner. Mrs. Meehan, being 
examined by Mr. Fitzgerald, stated that she lived in a house 
in Queen’s-terrace, which was let to her by the prisoner, 
who acted as an agent for Mrs. Finnegan ; she slept with her 
daughter om the night of the 19th November, and went back 
to her house on the 20th with her daughter; the prisoner, whe 
in the meantime had taken possession of the house, pre- 
vented her entering it, and assaulted her, by pushing her 
and tearing her clothes. 

The witness was cross-examined by Mr. Ennis, in regard 
to the payment of the rent of the house in question, and of 
some others in which she had lived; but it appeared that she 
only owed two months’ rent at the time she was foreibly dis- 
possessed. 

Mrs. Hartford, daughter of the prosecutrix, corroborated 
her testimony. 

His Lordship, in charging the jury, said, that though an 
assault had been committed, it did not appear that much in- 
jury was done to the prosecutrix. He would, however, either 
punish the prisoner for the offence by imprisonment, or bind 
him over to neep the peace, and let the matter of the rent 
drop. 

The P.-osecutrix said she would prefer getting back posses- 
sion of the premises, but would not attempt to dictate to his 
lordship. 

The latter course was adopted; Mr. Ennis having assented 
thereto. 

Ronsery.—Jehn Troy,a clerk in Caurch-street Chapel, 
was indicted for having stolen upwards of £9,0n the 6th 
November, the property of the Rev. Mr. Dunn, ‘The prose- 
cutor withdrew the charge, stating that he thought the pri- 
soner had been merely an instrament in the hands of others; 
that he was sure it was his first offence; and that the ends 
of justice would not be frustrated by his acquittal.

FRANCE. 

Parts, Wepyvespar, Janvarr*l1.—The Moniteur pub- 
jishes the speech addressed by the Emperor to General 
Guyon,and says we believe that thisallocution would not 
have been presented had the Pope received the 
letter sent by the Emperor on the 31st December 

The Moniteur publishes this letter, which says :— 
“Among the great reasons which induced me to 
conclude peace must be reckoned the fear that 
the revolution would assume large proportions. If the 
Pope, according to his demand, had consented to an ad- 
ministration of the Romagna,and to the nomination 
of a lay governor, those provinces would have 
remained under his authority; unfortunately the 
Pope would not do it, and has been powerless to arrest 
the establishment of the new rule. When the Congress 
will be assembled the Powers will not deny the incon- 
testible rights of the Pope over the Legations; never- 
theless they probably will think it better not to have 
recourse to violence for subduing it, because it would 
be necessary to occupy the Legations by military for a 
long time, and this occupation would keep up hatred 
and ill-willamong the Italians, and would perpetuate 
irritation, uneasiness, and fears. I believe that the 
solution most suited to the interests of the Holy See 
would be to make a sacrifice of the revolted provinces. 
If the Pope, for the tranquillity of Europe, wou ld 
renounce those provinces which for 50 years have crea- 
ted so much trouble to his Government, the Powers would 
guarantee the possession of the remainder of the States 
of the Church. I do not doubt order would be imme- 
diately re-established. The Pope would ensure to grate- 
ful Italy peace during many years, and to himself the 
peaceful possession of the States ofthe Church. “ The 
Emperor then recalls his devotedness to the Catholic 

religion and tothe Pope,and concludes thus :—* I have 
expressed without reserve my thoughts before the Con- 
gress is assembled, but 1 request your Holiness to 
believe that the decision willin no way alter the line 
of conduct which Í have always observed to your 
Holiness.”

The 7imes, referring to a telegram received during 
the night, says that no treaty is necessary.
